On March 19 the ship, while in latitude

f>7 degree west, experienced a severe 
storm 
About five o'clock in the after- 


noon a meteor 
was observed 
flying 


through the air. It presented the appear- 
ance oftowballs 
One was very black and 


the other brightly Illuminated 
The lat- 


ter appeared as if ready to drop on board 
amidships 
The vessel was hove to un- 


der stormsails and the meteor dropped 
into the sea close alongside, making in its 
night a tremendous roaring noise 
Be- 


fore falling into the water the upper at 
mosphere was suddenly darkened, while 
below and on board every thing appeared 
like a sea of nre 
The force of the meteor 


on striking the water caused tbe latter to 
form heavy breakers, which swept over 
the vessel, rocking her fearfully 


At the same time suih a suffocating at- 


mosphere wasraused as to force perspira- 
tion to run down the faces of all on board 
and greatly oppressed the breathing from 
the great amount qf sulphur in the air 
Im mediately after solid lumps of Ice fell 
on the deck and the decks and rigging be- 
came covered with an l<y crust caused bv 
tbe immense evaporation, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the thermometei regis- 
tered sixty-six degrees 
The barometer 


during the phenomenon oscilated violent- 
ly, so that no reading could be taken. 
After close examination of the vessel and 
rigging no damage was found on deck, 
but on tbe side where the meteor fell into 
the water the vessel appeared all black, 
and some of the copper sheahtmg wa? tei- 
ribly blistered 
The affair was followed 


by an increase of the wind to hurricane 
force

Open Letter to the Republican. 
You may go on with the "Boom," and 


enlarge the borders of Deontur, until il 
is equal to London in size, still Delphi 
can supply the lime to build up the 
houses. The Delphi company are now 
boring for gns; have gone down 500 feet 
and arc still in the lime rock. 
Whether 


they find gns or not they have a rock 
that will make lime equal to the Thom- 
aston lime in Maine. About 40 years 
ago (it Thomaslon, Maine, some person 
began to burn lime rock, and they found 
it made a grey, cool working lime firmer 
in cementing qualities than any . before 
used there. 
In 1854 when shipping 


Alton lime to New Orleans, I came in 
competition with the Maine lime, and 
wherever it was used and its merits thor- 
oughly tested, I could not sell tho Alton 
lime. That was the case.in regard to the 
introduction of Delphi lime in Decatur. 
In 1805 I first introduced the Delphi 
here. After the masons and plasterers 
hud found out how much better it was 
than the Alton, the Allin, and other 
gnules of white lime, I could scarcely 
sell a car load of any but Delphi. About 
two or three years ago, when the Illinois 
Central wanted their new freight depot 
built in this city, Mr. Harper, their build- 
er, thought there was no lime equal to 
the Stearns lime of Chicago. He got a 
car load of it and did not have quite 
enough, and had to get some Delphi lo 
finish up the building. The masons all 
pronounced the Delphi the best lime. 
The same year Mr. Harpstrile built a 
block of buildings and used the same 
quality of brick, but Delphi lime, and 
Deeatur sand. The mortar in the wall 
of Hurpstrite's building is to-day much 
firmer than that in the I. C. freight 
house. The Delphi company had never 
dug down more than 25 feet, as they 
would have to dig underwater,until last 
season, they pumped the water out of the 
quarry, and are now uiinine deeper, and 
the rock becomes better the deeper they 
go down. They are now working 20 feet 
below the water lines, and should they 
find gas in abundance, it will reduce the 
cost of making the lime nearly one half. 
They are very hopeful in regard to gas, 
as an abundant supply is found within 
28 miles of Delphi.
